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Zine Concentrate Deal by

A deal for 175,000 short tons of zinc 
concentrate at a price based on 17)c 
per pound for zinc, U.S., duty to ship- 
per’s account, has been closed by Bar- 
vue (Quebec), Golden Manitou subsid- 
iary, and the American Zinc, Lead & 
Smelting Co., which, in turn has a deal 
with American Steel & Wire Co., U.S 
Steel subsidiary, the Northern Miner 
reports. Time for starting the contract 
has not been given. It will run about 
two and one-half years, based on an 
operating rate of 4,000 tons of ore a day, 
to provide 175,000 tons of concentrate. 
The ore-body is 2,500 ft. long, 104 ft. 
wide on the average, and averages about 
3.2% zine and 1.1 oz. silver. 

The concentrate is expected to aver- 
age 56.4% zine and 31% sulphur. It will 
be shipped first to Arvida, where Alu- 
minum Company of Canada will extract 
the sulphur for its own needs in a plant 
to cost $2,500,000 or more. A projected 
flash roaster and contact acid plant will 
leave the zinc carrying concentrate in 
calcine form for shipment to the United 
States. 

The deal, according to the Northern 
Miner, will enable the mining company 
to arrange for its initial financing. The 
company hopes to bring the concentra- 
tor into production by next March.

Sherritt Gordon Mines’ 
Lynn Lake Project 

Completion of negotiations between 
Sherritt Gordon Mines Ltd. and New- 
mont Mining Corp., involving financing 
of Sherritt Gordon’s new Lynn Lake 
venture, in Manitoba, Canada, a project 
that will eventually produce about 17,- 
000,000 Ib. of nickel, 9,000,000 Ib. of cop- 
per, and 300,000 Ib. of cobalt annually, 
was announced last week. 

Financing will be carried out in two 
stages. The agreement with Newmont 
covers only the first stage, involving 
development of the mine and production 
of concentrates. Financing for the first 
stage involves $10,000,000, which will be 
raised by the sale of 1,188,886 shares to 
Sherritt Gordon stockholders at $2 per 
share, sale of 1,000,000 shares to New- 
mont at $2, and the remainder, amount- 
ing to $6,000,000, to be raised by Sherritt 
Gordon, with the assistance of New- 
mont, by borrowing, either in whole or 
in part 

In the second stage, coming in about 
a year, an additional $19,000,000 will be 
raised for the refinery. 

The company will use a process de- 
veloped by Prof. Frank Forward of the 
University of British Columbia and 
Chemical Construction Corp., jointly. It 





uses an oxidizing ammonia leach, fol- 
lowed by solution purification steps, and 
recovery of nickel, copper, and cobalt 
as metals by chemical and metallurgical 
means
